The motion was seconded by Professor Fox. Professor Morgan pointed out that this 
slate was representative of the eight schools and colleges because some of the 
nominees held joint faculty memberships in the School of Public and International 
Affairs and the Graduate School of Arts and Sciences. He said the Executive 
Committee proposed Professor Winslow as Chairman of the Grievance Committee and 
that all the nominees had been contacted as to willingness to serve and had 
assented. President Elliott called for nominations from the floor. No nomina- 
tions were made from the floor and the nominees were elected unanimously. 

4 Professor Morgan, having been requested at the last Senate meeting to make 

a further report on the Board of Trustees’ amendment to Section XI. "Health Service" 
of the Faculty Code, said he had looked into the matter further but that he had 
very little information to add to his previous comments regarding this particular '"'N 
amendment. He said that, as far as he could determine, the term "Emergency Room" 
was substituted for "Health Clinic" because emergency services are not available 
in the Clinic. In this regard he read the following memorandum:

MEMORANDUM TO: Thomas E. Piemme, M.D. 

Professor and Acting Chairman 
Department of Health Care Sciences 

The Board of Trustees of the University, on October 21st, 
in approving the new Faculty Code Governing the Academi c Personnel 
of the UniversiJ^y, made an amendment to Section XI B of that Code. 

In keeping with that amended document, please insure that the 
facilities of the Emergency Room are available to members of the 
faculty [of the University as a whole] in emergencies resulting 
from accidents or sudden serious illness while on campus. I 
should appreciate your informing all members of the staff of the 
Emergency Room of this reouirement. If you encounter difficulty 
in pursuing this policy, please advise me as soon as possible.
